Met lure says he sat down on the 
edge of the depot platform to tie his 
shoe, 
lie says lie heard a train whis­ 
tle in the distance, hut before getting 
up bad dropped to sleep and was 
struck on the head and shoulder bv 
the freight some time after IO o'clock 
Saturday evening. 
The train evident­ 
ly knocked him about thirty feet, land­ 
ing him on the depot platform, where 
be bled profusely. 
He was found later in the night b> 
W alter Hatton, of the block station

It is supposed the passing of 
the late passenger train, northbound, 
after l l o’clock, partially roused him 
from his unconscious condition, and 
in an effort to get out of danger he 
had crawled across the track. 
He was taken to Columbus to the 
Mercy hospital and given surgical at­ 
tention, and this afternoon is getting 
along well, with good prospects for 
recovery. 
McClure formerly lived at Jones­ 
ville, but recently has been living at 
< 'olumbus.

is time card No, 4, of the old Ohio and 
Mississippi Railway, now the B a lti­ 
more & Ohio Southwestern, and was 
the first time card used when the road 
was opened to Seymour. 
This card 
took effect on Ju ly J, 1854. 
This 
particular copy is one which was in 
the pocket of a Mr. Bailv of Aurora, 
one of the trainmen who were killed in 
the explosion which occurred on a 
fiat ear here near the station on the 
occasion of the celebration of the 
opening of the road from Cincinnati 
to Seymour on Ju ly 4, 1854. 
The other relic is time card No. 2 of 
the old O. & M. and is the one which 
J went into effect at Sunday noon, June 
28. 18.>7, whin the last connections 
were finally built and the road put 
into 
operation 
from 
Cincinnati 
to 
Seymour. 
( a rd No. 4 is 56 years old and the 
other dates from three years later. 
I here are a number of interesting 
things about these time cards, partic­ 
ularly to railroad men or to those who 
take interest in the early history of 
tin* road. 
When the road was first opened to 
Seymour there was one freight train 
each way daily and now there are 
four regular freight trains each way 
daily and frequently many more ex­ 
tra freights than regulars. 
These do 
not include a fast express train each 
way daily, for six days in the week 
and which are two of the fastest 
trains on the road. 
The time of the freight train run­ 
ning here fifty-six years ago was 8 
hours and JO minutes from Cincin­ 
nati to Seymour and there was no 
such thing as a fast freight on the 
road. 
Now the time of train No. 07, 
tin* west hound train which arrives 
here at 4:10 in the afternoon, is only 
four hours from Cincinnati to Sey­ 
mour. 
The hest passenger time then 
between Cincinnati and Seymour was 


em part ot Jackson county Sunday 
afternoon, causing considerable dam- 
age, especially to the fields of grow­ 
ing grain. 
This city seemed to be in 
the edge of the storm, for there was 
but little rain a few miles north o f 
Seymour, and near Reddington * the 
roads were dusty. 
South of here, however, the rain 
was very Heavy, and the smaller 
creeks were flooded. 
M any of the 
farmers report that their wheat and 
oats were blown down in the fields 
and the loss will be large. 
In some 
places, where the wheat had been cut, 
the shocks were blown down and con­ 
siderable grain will be lost. 


I here was also some damage from 
lightning, espesially in the south part 
of the county. 
A summer kitchen, 
on the farm of W illiam Ruse, near 
Farmington, was struck by lightning, 
but 
the damage 
was not serious. 
There were also a number of other 
small losses throughout the county. 
I he storm Friday afternoon did 
considerable damage in the northern 
part of the county, and iii the vicinity 
of Jonesville. 
A large 
amount 
of 
wheat was blown down by the heavy 
wind and there was some damage by 
lightning. August Kiel, o f near Jones­ 
ville, suffered a loss of $1,000 to his 
wheat and corn. 
Several other fa r­ 
mers in that neighborhood declare 
their damage was almost equally as 
large and some of the wheat is down 
so fiat it cannot be cut. 
Lightning struck Pardeiek’s gener­ 
al store in Jonesville, tearing a hole 
through the eaves and knocking off 
some plastering. Mr. Pardeiek’s two- 
year-old son was knocked down by 
the stroke and several people in the 
building were severely shocked. 
On 
the farm of George Wilmer, three- 
fourths of a mile south of Jonesville, 
five apple trees, loaded with fruit,

The board of trustees has selected 
as superintendent of the institution 
Dr. E. P. Busse, who serv es at an an­ 
nual salary of $3,6 00. 
Dr. Busse is a 
graduate of the Bellev ue hospital med­ 
ical colleg e in New York and has de­ 
v oted his life to the study of mental 
disorders. 
Assisting Dr. Busse will be 
four internes, two men and two wom­ 
en, and 120 attendants, six ty men and 
six ty women. When the entire sy stem 
1b in operation nearly 300 employ es 
will be in serv ice. 
The normal capacity of the institu­ 
tion is 1.200 patients, and it will 
be 
ready to care for that number when 
the final construction work is finished. 
There are fiv e such institutions in the 
state, the Southern, at Ev ansv ille; the 
Central, at Indianapolis; the Eastern, 
at Richmond; the Northern, at Log an s- 
ort, and the Southeastern, at Madison. 
The first detachment of patients will 
arriv e some time in July from the Cen­ 
tral hospital, and there will be 585 im­ 
mediately accommodated.

Republicans and Democrats differ on 
the subject, and both parties intend 
to use their particular views as cam­ 
paign material this fall. The row over 
the expenditures authorized by con­ 
gress at this session promises to be 
lively. 
Representative Tawney of Minneso­ 
ta, chairman of house appropriations 
committee, 
and 
Mr. 
Livingston 
of 
Georgia, the senior minority member 
of the committee, have issued their 
statements on the subject. 
Mr. Tawn­ 
ey contends that the session just end­ 
ed was not a billion dollar affair; that 
the total was $907,000,000 as compared 
with $1,009,000,000 for the current year 
and that consequently the administra­ 
tion has made good on its pledge of 
economy. 
Mr. Livingston’s statement j 
will fix (he total amount appropriated : 
this year af $1,054,000,000, compared * 
with $1,045,000,000 last year, and will j 
assert that the Taft regime has failed 
to keep its promise of retrenchment, | 
and bids fair to be the most expensive 
in the history of the government. 
The Republicans and Democrats al­ 
ways differ as to the annual cost of j 
running the government.

trainmen then included seven short 
rules. 
Now the list is ten times as 
long. 
In the old rules west bound trains 
had the “ right- of-way*’ over east- 
bound trains. 
This rule has since 
been reversed a s all trainmen under­ 
stand. 
From one line running from Cin­ 
cinnati 
to 
Seymour 
the 
road 
has since developed into a complex 
system with a number of branches 
connecting with other cities and rail­ 
road lines. 
It would be interesting to compare 
the number of passengers carried 
then with the number who travel over 
the various lines now or to compare j 
the freight tonage, etc. 
All of the \ 
engines needed on the entire road at 
that time would not supply the Sey­ 
mour yard s now. 
The amount of 
other rolling stock seen in the yards 
here at one time is frequently many 
times a s much as w a s required then 
for the operation of the entire road 
west of Cincinnati. 
The wood pile which was -o con­ 
spicuous on the tender of the engines 
in those days has long since been 
superceded by coal. 
The older railroad men -ay that it 
is interesting now to remember how 
the engineers and firemen objected at 
the attempt to use coal instead of 
wood and many of them were positive 
that it could not be used successfully 
as fuel. 
Seymour was then a small place 
with only a few dozen house-, as the 
village was then only about twenty 
m o n th s old, the first lots having been 
sold here in November, 1832. 
There have been some very serious 
wrecks on the road during the fifty- 
four y ears that have intervened, as 
there has been on most any other road 
in that length of time. 
One of the 
most noted of these was the one 
in which twenty-two -oldier-. mem - 
their lives at Willow Valley when a 
passenger 
train 
went through 
the 
bridge there during the first year of 
the civil war, 1861. 
Thi- was only 
about four years a fter the road was 
put into operation to St. Louis. 
Mr. R o s s , who i- the owner of the<e 
interesting time cards, has been con­ 
nected with the B. Oc O. S-W. since 
March 183(5, a date fifteen month- 
prior to the opening of the road on to 
St. Louis and can relate many inter­ 
esting events in the history of the 
system.
